AH A T the late King 


N= James was induc'd by the 
. Emiſſaries of Rome, to 
trample upon the Laws 
and Liberties of the Sub-

ny. Bur tho wefelr every day new Invaſi- 
ons made upon our Religion by the ſame

lous ſort of men, who havethe folly totell 
us, That King James had never the leaſt Defjivn 
to alrer the Religion of theſe Kingdoms, or to m-

Arong a Thouſand Intances to prove that 
King Jame,'s great Deſign was the utter extir- 
pation of the Proteſtant Religion, and the Reſt:tu- 
tion ( as the Papilts call it ) of the Catholick one, 

here has of lace one come to light, which 
ſets the Aﬀair in a Meridian light, beyond 
all poſſibility of doubting ; which Inſtance, 
and the occaſion of its coming to be known, 
is as follows.

tlement : So it ſeem'd, there wanted l[caice 
any more to be done, to reſtore Popery and 
Papilſts for good and all in Jreland. 

Bur all this was not able to ſatisfie the 
fiery ZLealots of the Charch of Rome, whom 
nothing could pleaſe, but a thorough work, as 
they named it. The Iriſh Popiſh Biſhops meet 
rogether in the Titalar Archbiſhop of Dublin's | 
Lodging : and -with them, The Provincials of 
all rhe Rel: 2 O;ders : And having unani- 
mouſls 3 2oreed ro the following Addreſs or 
M.mortal to be pi relented to the late King, 
then in Dub! 11, they preſent it- to him 1n a 
ful Body: T hat King James received this 
Hahiveſs \ery Kindly, was vitible in his man- 
ger of creating the Perſons that preſented 
it, He told chem, They had ever any reaſon 
to doubt of his Zeal for the Catholick Religion ; 
and of his Willingneſs to ſacrifice all that was dear 
to kim upon that account. And that he would 
within a few days acquiint my Lord: Archbi- 
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ſhop of Dublin, with his Reſolutions and An- 
(wer to their Addrels. 

What Anſwer King James returned, we 
have not yet been able to learn. Bur the 
Femorial it ſelf was found in that King's 
Cloſer, after his leaving Dublin; and another 
Copy of the {ame.,in the Archbiſhop's Lodominss.

In the laſt Reign we were induſtrioully 
rold over and over again, by the Late King's 
Emiſſaries , That there was never any thing 
of a Deſign to invade the Livings or Reve- 
nues of the Church, or of applying of them 
to any body elle, "7 thoſe of the Church of 
England, Here he Mask is taken off, and 


| the true Deſi 19n of appropriating the Reve- 


nues of the Church, to the uſe of the Romans. 
Catholicks alone, is downright confeſt, This 
was really deſis 18n'd long before : And we had 
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Biſhops conſecrated by the Pope, for almoſt 
all che Biſhopricks of England and Ireland: But 
the Afﬀair was not ripe enough to inſtall 
them in their Livings. Theſe Biſhops by 
the Cauon-Law, and by the acknowledgment 
of all the Lawyers of Rome, Had an undoubted 
legal Right to the Revenues of their Titular Biz 
ſhopricks , and that immediately upon their being 
nominated by the Pope : Likeas the Proteſtant 
Biſhops were but Uſurpers and illegal Poſ- 
ſcſſors of thoſe Revenues, if we believe Ro- 
miſh Caſuiſts, Now they put King James in 
mind of his gracious Declaration to them upon 
that Subje; And they muſt have their Foot 
in, and the new Poſleſſors (as they take the 
Proteſtants to be) muſt be ſet a packing for 
good and all. Ar the end of this Paragraph, 
our Iriſh Biſhops and Provincials, do formally 
contradict their ſo much cry*d-up Yow of Po- 
verty ; And tell us plainly, That the People will 
not haye regard to the Advices of their Ghoſtly Dire: 
ftors, when they ſee them reduc'd to ſo low an ebb 
of indigence , as to depend of themſelves for their 
ſpiritual Power and Authority. Here they plainly 
infinuate, that Poverty 1s obſtructive of the 
Peoples profiting by their direftions ; And thence 
ic is, They muſt have the Livings of the 

| Clergy 
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Clergy reſtor'd to them, to give, a greater 
luſtre to their ſpiritual Power and Authority. At 
this rate, the Clergy of the firſt three Centu- 
ries, and the Mendicant Orders of their own 
Church of Rome, mult have very little ſuc- 
ceſs in their Miniſterial FunEtions, fince they 
of old did abſolutely depend, and theſe new 
Orders do yet, upon the ſole Charity of the 
People.

INndly, Though it may, perhaps, ſem. to 
ſome Politicks, that this Keſtozing the Ko- 
man-Catholick Ueligtion and Clergy here to 
their Livings, Churches, Juriſdiction and 
P2tvileges, may be inconſiſtent at pzeſent. 
with the Pzoſpect of Your Majeſty's Aﬀairs 
tn England, and may altenate the Aﬀections 
of the Pzoteſkants there, from giving a help-

Here, in the beginning of this Paragraph, 
we have fairly in{1nuated, the true Reaſons 
why King James did not reſtore, when upon 
the Engliſh Throne, the Roman Catholick Religi- 
on, and the Clergy, to their Livmgs,Churches, Juriſ- 
ditions, and Privileges, tho he delign'd to do 
it when it was convenient: The Reaſon was, 
It was inconſitent with the good of King James's 
Aﬀairs at that time, But why was not this 
done, when King. James came to Irelaud, and 
was at the Head of an I: Army ? The 
Reaſon that induc'd him to delay it, is here 
plain ; He was afraid it mizht alienate the affe&i- 
ons

ons of the Proteſtants in England, from giving a 
helpinz hand towards bis Reſtoration. He did 
not delay it upon the account of the unjuſt- 
neſs of the thing it ſelf; it was from another 
Principle, eventhat of Politicks, leſt the Pro- 
teſtints of. England ſhould be roo much 
alarm'd with it. Thus King James and his 
Popiſh Clergy muſt have very low thoughts 
of the Wit and Senſe of the Proteſtants of 
England, to think they could be ſo eaſily 
cheated with ſuch filly baits, and could be 
hook'd in by ſo weak Pretences. No ure ; 
they could not be ſo ſhort-fighted, as not to 
ſee through theſe Cobwebs of Romiſh Poli- 
ticks; and they had too many hints of their 
Deſigns, not to be ignorant what was really 
at the bottom of them. 

But it ſeems at the giving in of this Me- 
morial, the Romiſh Clergy was become of 
another Opinion. They thought it not worth 
their while to diſſemble any longer, but that 
it was abſolutely fic to fall ro work without 
any further Ceremony. They tell King 
James poſitively, That it's altogether needleſs to 
humour the Proteſtants in concerns of this nature ; 
That all the return they made to his and his Predes- © 
ceſſors Kindneſs and Indulgences to them, was to 

Invite 
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Invite a Foreign Power to Invade his Throne. Here 
we are expreſly told, That all the late 
King's Kindneſs to the Protetants, was only to 
humour them, that is, to lay them aſleep with 
his Careſles, tillit was time to give the Blow, 
by reſtoring the Roman-Catholick Religion, 
and the Roman-Catholick Clergy to their 
Churches, Livings, exc. But this 1s not all; 
Theſe Gentlemen tell us by way of an Inu- 
endo, That all the Privileges the Proteſtants 
enjoyed by the Laws of the Kingdom, were 
indeed no more, but King James's and his Pres 
deceſſor's their manifold Condeſcentions and Tndul- 
gences to them: So that inſtead of Laws for 
the Security of our Religion, we were in 
the opinion of the Romiſh Clergy, obliged 
only to the Condeſcention of our Kings for 
our peaceable Enjoyment of it : And as all 
Favours may be revoked upon the ingratitude 
of them on whom they are beſtowed; ſo 
conſequently may all the Liberties and Pri- 
vileges of the Proteſtants of England, be re- 
call'd in the ſenſe of this Memorial, becauſe 
of the bad:returns they made that King for them. 
I know no reaſon why they here take in King 
James's Royal Predeceſſors, unleſs ic be to inf1- 
nuate ſomething againſt the Memory of King 
Charles 
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Charles H. as if he and King James had been 


upon the ſame bottom, as ro their Condeſcen- 
tions and Indulgences to the Proteftants, and 
therein both of one Re:iv1on; which how true, 
we mult refer to the Great Day, when all 
hidden thiggs ſhall be laid open. 

As in © former part of this Paragraph, 
the Givers in of this Memorial derogated 
from the Wiſdom of the whole Proteſtants of 
Enzland, in being cheated witn their f1]] 
Baits; So in the laſt Words 'of the Period 
above mentioned , they fall toul upon the 
Honeſty of thole Proteſtants that are upon 
King James's fide, as if they would not be diſpleas 
ſed, or gruds at the re-eſtabliſhment of the Romith 
Religiom and Clergy in Ireland ; but that notwith- 
ſtanding thereof, they would continue to co-operate 
ro His Reſtoration, I am not concerned to 
an{werfor the Proteſtant Jacobites in England; 
here they have a Charge laid to their door 
by others engaged in the ſame Bottom with 
themſelves; and how true the Charge is, 
they and their own Conſciences know beſt:

Oz certainly, {& they ould 
chance to give any fuch Encouragement, it 
will not p2occed from a real Love to Your 
Koyal Perſon, but that they fi:d it neceſſary 
fo: thetr Tempozal Jntercts , which thep 
now erperience to be in great danger, and 
much p2ejudic'd by their late Revellious De- 
fection, Conſequently, as far as Yeur Ke- 
turn may avatll fo2 the Pzeſervation and Ad- 
vantage" thoſe their Jntereſks, they may 
concur thereunto, without regarding any 
Eſtabliſhment whatever, that You make in

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this Kingdom, in favour of the Roman. Catho: 
lick Religion and Clergy: fo2 they do not 
dottrbt, but that Your Majeſty being of the 
Roman-CatHholick Religion, tntends to effa- 
bliſh the ſame, and to reſfoze the Clergy to 
their Livings, Churches, and full Juriſdt- 
tion, in this Your Catizzolick Kingdom.

As to iome of the Proteſtants Defien of 
old to exclud: Fans James from inheriting the 
Crown, as 1s her- mentioneet; The Bill of 
Excluſion, as it was the reſi of che Coun- 
ſels of thoſe who ſaw no ocher way at that 
time to ſave Us from Popery and Slavery ; 
ſo it's a queſtion, Whether it had not been 
better for that Prince that that Bil' had raken 
efltect. For it ſeems to me, a far greater 
misfortune, to be once upon a Tarons, and 
to put a neceſſity on the Nation to dethrone 
him, than never to have been ſuffer'd once 
co fit down upon it ; And I believe char un- 
happy Prince thinks ſo himſelt, by his time.

Burt this I may lately 
ſay, That the Debaucheries with which the 
Nation was poiſon'd in King Charles's Reign, 
had laid them open to any Change in Reli- 
gion. We all know Atheiſm is the faireſt In- 
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reduction toPopernAnd he that's an Atheiſt to 
day,may-eaſily be a Papiſ# to morrow, eſpeci- 
ally if his Intereft concur in the Change. We 
ſaw how much-Popery gain'd every day, and 
how many men, and that of the firſt Rank, 
latereſt, and the Smiles of a Court, prevail'd 
with to change their Religion they were 
brought up in, fora new one they had ne- 
ver taken the pains to examine further, than 
as to the favourablenels of it with the King. 
Moreover, in France we had the example of a

miſtakes . entertain d by tbe late Pope Innocent 11. of 
the,moſt Serene King his Maſter. What diſmal effet}s they 
have produc'd, all Europe feels at this day with regret. 

The moſt Serene Kin his Maſter has done all in him 
lies to deſerve the name of the Eldeſt Son of the Church, 
And by breaking into pieces that Hydra of Herefie, 
which had in his own Kingdom for above an Age, trams: 
pled upon all that was Sacred, be might bave juſtly ex- 
pected better Returns of his Zeal for the Catholick Re- 
ligion, than he did meet with from the then Head of the 
Church. It was not only in his own Kingdom, that his 
moſt Serene Maſter did uſe his utmoſt Power and Inte- 
reſt to root out Herefie, and to eſtabliſh the true Ancient, 
Catholick, and Apoſtolick Religion; but his Aims and In- 
fluence went farther ; and wnleſs the late Pope Inno- 
cent 11. had wilfully cbſtrufted his Defigns by an unti- 


 mous and needleſs Breach betwixt him and the Crown of 


France, the ſtate of Chriſtendom, and of the Catholick 
Church, had teen far better than it is at this day. All 
this his Excellency does not repreſent to his Holineſs out 
of any defizn to caſt Duſt on the Aſhes of his Predeceſſor ;
